THE SACCO-VANZETTI CASE, 


The action of the Governor of Massachusetts 
in granting a stay of sentence to Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti makes certain that 
at least six years will have passed between the 
conviction of these man and the legal term!- 
nation of the case. Sacco and Vanzetti, charged 
with the murder of a paymaster at Brain- 
tree, were found guilty in July, 1921. Since 
that time the technicalities of the law, the 
pressure of radicals all over the world, and 
the sympathies of persons in the United States 
have been employed in their behalf. 

The responsibility for determining whether 
Sacco and Vanzetti shall be executed rests 
upon Gov. Alvan /T. Fuller. He appointed a 
commission of three men to study the 
from the start to finish.

TELLS OF CONFERENCE 
HELD IN THE CAPITAL 
Politician and Officials of the 
Treasury Discussed His 
Work, He Asserts. 


1 New York, June 30 (By A. P.).—Po- 
litical patronage and not personal ef- 
ficiency is the keynote in holding a 
job as prohibition administrator, Maj. 

ester P. Mills, who resigned last week 

Federal prohibition administrator 
here, declared today in a formal state- 
ment anent his resignation. 


At .the time he characterized the 


service as diluted with political patron- 


age Mills was describing a conference 
at Washington last February. The con- 
ference, he said, was attended by “high 
Treasury officials and a political leader 
of New York.” Mills told of being in- 
troduced as the “most: efficient admin- 
istrator in the United States.” The 
reply was, he said, “we won't question 
his efficiency, but let's talk patronage.” 
The names of those attending the 
conference were not divulged. 


Opposed by Politicians, 


At the time he accepted the post es 
Federal administrator, Mills said, the 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury as- 
aured him there would be no political 
influence, The assurance did not relieve 
him of the problem of coping with po- 
litical leaders “who look upon the Pro- 
hibition Bureau aolely from the atand- 
point of political favor and patronage,” 
he said. 

“I have incurred the displeasure of 
certain political groupa by not acceding 
to all their requests, which I could not 
do and still administer the law,” he 
added. 

Prefixing one part of his statement 
with the assertion that he has always 
been glad to appoint as agents individ- 
uals recommended by politicians, Mills 
cited an instance he thought brought 
him into disfavor. “Last fall.” he said, 
“I had occasion to dismiss, for various 
causes, some 12 to 14 agents. It s0 
happened that 5 or 6 of these men were 
political district captains, an#@ since 
that time there has been no letup in 
the endeavors of certain politicians to 
have me transferred.”

Milla gave-a lengthy account of his 
as administrator, saying he had 
ut out of business the rabbinical sa- 
oon, where sacramental wine, he sald, 
was sold indiscriminately, had elimi- 
nated 18 breweries manufacturing beer 
of legal alcoholic content and in the 
past six months had seized 1,054 com- 
mercial stills. ‘ 
@ asserted that the common opinion 
that he was responsibie for the opera- 


‘tlons of the undercdver men directed 


unti] recently by A. Bruce Bielaski was 
untrue. 
He declared he had never been tn 
sympathy with the aise of undercover 
men and that these men had taken or- 
ders directly from Washington. 

The undercover squads he referred to 
have been disbanded. 

“In leaving the prohibition service 
after sixteen months as administrator,” 
Mills concluded, “I am convinced that 


‘ with decent administration; free from 


political influence the sources of Ilquor 
supply in the United States can be con- 
trolled by the Federal Government.” 


<xecution Refused, 
Slayer [s Indignant 
McAlester, kia. Sune 30 (By A. P.). 
Refused death in the electric chair as 


he had requested, C. F. Marble, 69- 
year-old recluse convicted of the slay- 


* ing of a youth who “pestered him,” to- 


day declared the governor was only 
punishing him by commuting the sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. 

“If b had my way, or any rights in 
the matter, I would choose the chair,” 
declared Marble. “I would have 
‘toasted’ in a short time. I dread life 
imprisonment.” 

He was convicted of killing Gilbert 
Hutchinson December 26 last.

School to Open Year With 
New Medical Plant 
and Endowment. 


ALUMNI HEAR RESULTS 


Howard University s $1,000,000 med- 
ical school drive came to a successful 
end last night when the $3,900 needed 
for ite completion was announced as 
oversubscribed by Dr. Mordecai W. 
Johnson, president of the university, 
at a meeting of alumni and friends 
in the dining hall on the college 
campus. 

A conditional offer of $250,000 made 
by the General Education Board of 
New York was met by paid-in sub- 
scriptions of an equal amount by of- 
ficers, faculties, alumni and friends 
of the university. Of this amount 
$150,259.42 in cash was contributed by 
negroes. Fifty-one names of colored 
men and women, individual donors of 
sums ranging from 6100 to §10,000, 
will be placed on a bronze tablet to 
be installed in the hallway of the 
new medical building. 

This building, com pleted and 
equipped at a cost of $500,000, to- 
gether with endowment of an equal 
amount, will enable the university to 
Open the new year with a new plant 
worth $1,000,000. Contracts have been 


altering the present medical school 
building for the dental and pharma- 
ceutical departments. 

Four ‘months ago, when 6100,000 
was needed to complete the drive, 
Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, agreed 
to give $235,000. Following this offer, 
Dr. Johnson confined his efforts prin- 
cipally to development of a decisive 
attitude among colored people with 
reference to support of their own in- 
stitutions. The resultant effort, Dr. 
Emmett J. Scott, secretary-treasurer 
of the university, stated last night, 
“has been an aroused morale among 
alumni and frienda of the university.”

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INSANITY PLEA DEFERS 
EXECUTION OF JAGKSON 


Counsel Wins Postponement 
of Electrocution Sched- 
uled for Today. 


LUNACY HEARING SOUGHT 


The electrocution of Philip Jackson, 
colored, which was scheduled to take 
place today at the District Jail, between 
10 a. m. and 2 p. m., was postponed 


a by Justice Adolph A. Hoeh- 
ing in Criminal Court until July 29. 
The execution was postponed at the re- 

uest of John H. Wilson, counsej for 
ackson, who stated that evidence and 
information had reached him which 
convinced him that Jackson was insane. 

The motion for postponement was 
opposed by Assistant District Attorney 
William H. Collins, who prosecuted 
Jackson on a charge of felonious as- 
sault, but Justice Hoehling stated that 
he believed that Wilson had offered the 
motion.in good faith and that because 
a human life was involved, it might be 
well to inquire into Jackson's insanity 
if counsel for the condemned man 
could produce by July 11 sufficient evi- 
dence of a character to warrant the 
court in granting a lunacy hearing. 

If no such evidence is forthcoming, 
the court stated, the lunacy hearing 
will be denied as it is within the power 
of the court, upon the failure to make 
® prima facie showing of insanity, to 
deny a lunacy hearing. 

According to one affidavit presented 
by Attorney Wilson yesterday in sup- 
port of his motion, the defendant, Jack- 
son, ls the offspring of a union between 
a brother and sister of the full blood, 
and according to another affidavit such 
a thing results in the birth of a men- 
tally defective child. According to an- 
other affidavit, signed by Policeman 
Charlies F. Swann, 1008 Columbia road 
northwest, the defendant Jackson is of 
unsound mind. Swann stated that he 
knew Jackson at Indianhead, Md., and 
that according to his observations he 
was not responsible for his acts. 

Justice Hoehling commented upon 
the fact that the death sentence had 
been imposed on May 6 and that noth- 
ing had been done by the defendant's 
counsel until a few hours before, the 
time set for the execution, but since 
Wilson had explained that he pnily 
came into possession of evidence touch- 
ing upon Jackson's sanity within the 
last 24 hours, the court declared that 
he would not refuse a postponement 
because of the lack of diligence.

Anawer—The true fact is just. the 
opposite—damp or foggy weather has 
the effect of making permanently 
waved hair even more wavy. You will 
find that your hair will be very easy 
to “set” when slightly dampened. 


Dear Viola Paris: Before I bobbed my 
hair, it was curly, neither too dry nor 
too oily. Now it is just the opposite. 
I can boast of: only one large wave, 
which is anything but becoming. I 
just can not arrange my hair so that 
it does not look shaggy. When washed, 
it is either dry or too olly. Does hair 
require a great amount of brushing?

Answer—I do not believe that bob- 
bing is the cause of your trouble, but 
perhaps you are neglecting to care for 
the hair in just the right way.

_|CREDIT DEMANDS SHRINK 


' Richmond; Va., June 30 (By A, P.).— 
Unseasonably cool weather in most of 
the Fifth Reserve District during May 
and the first half of June so delayed 
crop development and so retarded re- 
tafl trade that at the mtddlé of “Juné . 
it was difficult to analyze the current ~ 
business situation, says the monthly re- 
port of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
| Richmond. 
| Elements of strength and weakness 
/are both present, but on the whole the 
outlook scems to be less favorable than 
'@ year ago. Credit demands declined 
seasonally during the period from the 
'middle of May to the middle of June, 
‘and bank deposits rose at reporting, 
‘member banks. Debits to individual ac- 
counts figures in 14 of 23 leading cities 
of the Fifth District were higher during 
the month ended June 8 than during 
the corresponding four weeks of 1926, 
| but the district total was lower during 
the 1927 period due to a large decreese 
'in Baltimore. 
The strike in union bituminous coal 
fields has increased demand for West 
and the textile situation 
4 [- much better in the district than it 
was @ year ago, but at the same time 
business failures are running ahead of 
1926, both in number of defaults and 
liabilities involved, and during each 
of Ne past eight months the volume of 
'buildMg construction provided for in 
permits issued tn 29 leading cities was 
considerably below that provided for 
in permits issued during the corre- 
sponding months of the year before. 
Labor is not as well employed as & 
year ago, and this is being reflected in 
retail trade, which in May was in 
ismaller volume than in May, 1926. Total

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L—FAILD IN ATTEMPT 
TO OUsT TRUSTEE 


Justice Bailey Refuses to Re- 
move Myer Cohen From 
Office in Vast Estate. 


WILLIAM J. DANTE ALSO 
WINNER IN LITIGATION 


Court Holds Charges Are Not 
Proved by Son of Million- 
aire Publisher. 


An echo of the long-drawn-out liti- 
gation over the estate of Stilson 
Hutchine, millionaire newspaper pub- 
lisher, was heard in Equity Court yes- 
terday afternoon when Justice Bailey 
refused the plea of Walter Stilson 
Hutchins, son of the dead publisher, 
and Charles H. Merillat, his attorney, 
for the removal of Myer Cohen as one 
of the trustees of the Hutchins estate. 
At the same time Justice Bailey dis- 
missed the suit of Hutchins and Meril- 


lat against William J. Dante, the dead 
publisher’s confidential man and trus- 
tee. Plaintiffs sought to recover from 
Dante $10,000 which had been paid to 
him as agent for the estate during 
1925, charging that Dante was not en- 
titled to compensation as he shared in 
commissions on sales of Hutchins’ real 
estate. Justice Bailey held. there was 
no evidence to support the charge. 

Hutchins and Merillat asked the 
court to remove Cohen, who is one of 
the trustees and represents Mrs, Mil- 
dred Rogers Penn, granddaughter of 
Stilson Hutchins, and now the owner 
of one-half of the estate. Cohen’s re- 
“moval was sought on the allegation 
that he had exacted excessive insurance 
from the purchasers of Convention Hall 
when it was sold by the Hutchins in- 
terests in 1925 and had received a fee 
as attorney for Zach M. Knott, a real 
estate broker, in connection with the 
latter’s sale of the Highlands and West- 
moreland apartment houses. 

The plaintiffs also charged that they 
were embarrassed in endeavoring to sell 
Hutchins estate property because of the 
attitude of real estate brokers to 
Cohen. Justice Bailey held that there 
was no evidence offered to support the 
latter charge, that the evidence showed 
Cohen was justified in the matter of 
insurance on Convention Hall for the 
protection of the estate, and that while 
the estate was entitled to receive from 
Cohen the fee of $2,000, paid him by 
Knott, the evidence showed that Cohen 
aated in perfect good faith in this 
tramsaction. In view of this, Justice 
Bailey rules that the petition for 
Cohen’s removal should be denied. 


Extended Litigation. 


Prank J. Hogan and William G. 
Johnson appeared for the defendants, 
and John E. Laskey, former District at- 
torney, represented Merillat and 
Hutchins. 

Stilson Hutchins died in 1912 and 
from that time until 1924 litigation in- 
volving his estate was pending in the 
courts of the District. During that in- 
terval there were periods when as many 
as half a dozen suits affecting the 
Hutchins estate were pending at the 
‘game time. 

In the trial just concluded it was 
shown that when, after a dozen years 
of litigation, the controversies among 
the heirs were settled, Hutchins’ young- 
est son, Lee Hutchins, died within six 
months, and his widow, Rose Keeling 
Hutchins, died at her Massachusetts 
avenue home within little more than 
@ year after she first received any 
benefit from the millions left by her 
husband. Figures presented to the 
court yesterday showed that the value 
of the estate was $5,°73,709.73. Mer- 
genthaler Linotype and Riggs Bank 
stock was valued at $837,000, while the 
remainder of the estate consisted of 
business and apartment properties in 
Washington. The largest single hold- 
ing consisted of the properties at 
Fourteenth and G streets, recently ac- 
quired by Julius Garinckel as a site 
for a department store. The evidence 
showed that the Hutchins estate re- 
ceived $1,460,000 for the Fourteenth 
and G streets site.

J, M. BATEMAN INDICTED: 
HAT 15 HELD ILLEGRL 


True Bill Also Names Club 
Secretary on Boxing 
Bout Charge. 


PUGILISTS NOT INCLUDED 


Joseph M. Bateman, president of the 
District Athletic Club, and Peter Coyle, 
secretary, alleged to have staged an un- 
lawful boxing bout at the Washington 
Auditorium on March 22, were indicted 
yesterday by the grand jury, on a 
charge of violating Section 876 of the 
District code, which outlaws encoun- 
ters for which an admission fee is 
changed. 

The indictment deals with the fight 
between Henry N. Lamar, of this city, 
former amateur champion light heavy- 
weight pugilist, and Jerome V. Jeffords, 
also known as Jeff Smith, of Bayonne, 
N. J. Bateman was one of eight per- 
sons arrested in a raid made under su- 

rvision of Inspector Charles A. Evans. 

amar and Jeffords were arrested with 
several other fighters who were sched- 
uled to participate in five bouts. None 
of the fighters was indicted because of 
the difficulty of proving that they knew 
of or had anything to do with the ad- 
mission charges. 

The case was presented to the grand 
jury by Assistant District Attorney 
Joseph V. Connolly, who also presented 
the case of Frank Dane, president of 
the National Capital Sporting Club, 
who was convicted and sentenced to 
serve three years. Dane is under bond 
pending action in his case by the 
United States Supreme Court. The 
grand jury indicted five pairs of fight- 
ers in the Dane case, but at the tria) 
of one of these cases, in which Dane 
was codefendant, the fighters were ac- 
quitted. 

Ettore E. Porcelli, dental student, was 
indicted on a charge of manslaughter 
in connection with the death of Joseph 
Gallagher, a medical student, on May 
11, following injuries sustained the day 
before, when Porcelli’s automobile col- 
lided with a street car at Seventh street 
and Rhode Island avenue northwest. 
According to the police, the automobile 
in which Gallagher was riding struck 
the street car so hard that the car was 
knocked off the track. The automo- 
bile caught fire.

HARLAND SUGGESTS —

Shake-Ups in Corporation 
Counsel’s Office and Police 
Force Become Effective. 


$39,259,195 IS AVAILABLE 


With the birth of a new fiscal year 
today, appropriations of $39,259,195 for 
the District of Columbia become avail- 


able and the sweeping changes made in 
the corporation counsel’s office and 
the Police Department, already ap- 
proved by the District Commissioners, 
become effective. 

William W. Bride, international at- 
torney, will succeed Francis H. Steph- 
ens as corporation counsel. Ringgold 
Hart will replace Robert L. Williams 
as first assistant corporation counsel. 
In the general organization of the of- 
fice, two assistants will be dropped 
and new ones will replace them. 

Paul J. Sedwick, resigned as assist- 
ant corporation counsel, will be suc- 
ceeded by Thomas F Cameron, social 
service worker of the Board of Public 
Welfare, it was announced yesterday 
by Commissioner Sidney F. Taliaferro. 
Cameron will replace Sedwick at the 
Juvenile Court. 

The most important of the police 
changes is the promotion of Lieut. 
William G. Stott, of the Tenth Pre- 
cinct, to captain and commander of 
the Fourteenth Precinct. Forty-one 
changes and promotions were approved 
by the Commissioners in the police 
personnel. 

The congestion in Police Court will 
be relieved by the fiscal year opening. 
In the United States and District 
branches of the court. 2,200 jury cases 
are pending, of which 450 are in the 
District branch. Failure of Congress to 
approve a second deficiency appropria- 
tion left no funds available to hold 
jury trials. 

Health Officer William C. Fowler an- 
nounced yesterday his plan to open a 
new child hygiene center either in 
Brookland; Woodridge or Langdon, to 
serve the three communities, with the 
additional appropriation of $12,000 to 
the health office. This will make the 
tenth hygiene center operated by the 
health office.

WELCOMED BY WETS 


Hinckley Asserts Its “Nause- 
ous Record” Will Help Fight 
Against Prohibition. 


The organized wets have no particu- 
lar desire to see the Citizens Service 
Association for Law and Order go out 
of existence, G. C. Hinckley, secretary 
of the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment, declared yesterday.

HEADS SEE WATE 
SPOUT 16 STORIES 


‘Baltimore Shows Its High- 
| Pressure System and 
| Drenches Crowd. 


STREAM SENT SKYWARD 
2 MINUTES AFTER ALARM 


Force in Mains Increased 
Automatically From 75 
to 250 Pounds. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Baltim e, Md., June 30.—Traffie 
|near the City Hall was tied in a knot 


at 2 p. m. today, while officials of the 
fire department entertained an offi- 
cial committee from Washington with 
a practical demonstration of the kind 
of fire protection afforded by a high- 
pressure system. 

Head~* by Chief Engineer George 8. 
Watson, of the District Fire Depart- 
ment, the same committee that visited 
New York last week to study the avail- 
ability of a high-pressure system for 
the National Capital, came to Balti- 
more in two large red automobiles of 
the’ Fire Nepartment They were met 
by August Emrich, fire chief of Balti- 
more, and Walter H. Hough, president 
of the bo*rd of fire commissioners, in 
Chief Emrich’s big red car and the 
three conspicuous vehicles tore through 
congested sections of the city in a 
veritable parade. 

At 2 p. m., Chief Emrich turned in 
a fire alarm from a box near the City 
Hall. Within 15 seconds the high-pres- 
sure pumping station had increased 
water pressure in the fire department's 
special mains from 75 to 250 pounds 
Within two minutes the apparatus had 
turned out and a giant stream of water 
was shooting into the air as high as a 
fifteen-story building, without the aid 
of a fire engine, and everything in the 
vicinity was drenched, including @ 
multitude «f bystanders who quickly 
assembled, but more quickly dispersed. 


Fireboats Inspected. 


The rest of the day was passed on a 
boat inspecting the four fireboats that 
protect Baltimore’s 42-mile water front 
from conflagration. 

In contrast to opinions expressed in 
New York by Fire Chief John Kenlon 
and George W. Booth, chief engineer of 
the National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, Chief Emrich and President Hough 
were so enthusiastic about high pres- 
sure that they thought every city 
should have one. The New York men 
had told the committee that a city like 
Washington did not need high pres- 
sure. 

Emrich has been in active service in 
the fire department for 44 years, but 
he looks as if his total age were not 
more than that. He exhibited the mer- 
its of his ffre department with the en- 
thusiasm of a youth. 

Baltimore's high-pressure system 
consists of 10 miles of all-steel pipe, 
tight at every joint, honeycombing an 
irregular area in the. congested section 
of the city roughly 18 hilocks square, 
with hydrants under the sidewalk, each 
hidden by a cast-irom manhole cover, @ 
huge pumping station and five high- 
pressure fire wagon companies. The 
installation cost $1,000,000 fifteen years 
ago and is depreciated at the rate of 
$100,000 a year. 


Station Heats Buildings. 


A dual system of pumping fire en- 
gines is maintained in the same dis- 
trict, although they are not used at 
downtown fires, being a second line of 
defense in case, during a large fire, the 
high-pressure system should break 
down. 

As an offset against this large ex- 
pense the public buildings in the down- 
town district are heated by excess steam 
from the pumping station at an esti- 
mated saving to the city of $100,000 a 
year. The pumps are driven by steam 
generated by oll-burning furnaces. 

It is clear that Baltimore is deter- 
mined never to have another great con- 
flagration. Its annual appropriation for 
fire protection is $3,000,000, as compared 
with $2,000,000 in Washington, and the 
difference is greater than those figures 
would seem to indicate in that the 
members of the Baltimore department 
are paid some $400 less a year each than 
the firemen of the District. 

“Baltimore firemen are the poorest 
paid in the country,” said Chief Wat- 
son and Chief Emrich and President 
Hough agreed and said they had been 
trying for years to get increased salaries 
for their firefighters. 


Wealth of Apparatus. 


Baltimore has 90 pieces of apparatus 
in daily service and 40 more pieces on 
reserve which, in case of a big fire, can 
be manned by the off-platoon to 6up- 
plement the regular force. It has four 
large fireboats, six ambulances, a large 
shop in which apparatus is not only 
repaired, but built; even a coffee wagon 
for refreshment of firemen when long 
on duty at a big fire. 

Chief Watson, who seeks to rival Em-~ 
rich in enthusiasm for the department 
under his command, admits that Wash- 
ington is behind this city in comple- 
ment of engine houses and reserve ap- 
paratus. He wants to see these defi- 
ciencies made up, in addition to the 
furnishing of more water muins and 
fire plugs, before large sums are spent 
on a high pressure system. 

President Hough, on the other hand, 
said he thought high pressure of prime 
importance. He said that it not only ’ 
afforded quicker application of water to 
a fire and’provided it in much greater 
volume, but that it was essential in 
combating flames -in any structure 
more than eight stories in height. 


Two and a Half Blocks Away. 


Saving on fire insurance premiums 
is one of the arguments used by pro- 
ponents of high pressure. Chief Em- 
rich said that premiums were reduced 
5 per cent in Baltimore when the 
system was introduced, but that the 
saving was granted only to policy- 
holders located strictly within the 
area touched by the high pressure 
mains, 

“They wouldn’t grant the lower 
rates even across the street,” he said, 
“although we demonstrated to them 
that the system was as effective two 
blocks away as within the area itself.” 
And Chief Emrich demonstrated it 
to the committee, too, for the stream 
he threw into the air for their edifica- 
tion gushed from a nozzle two and @ 
half blocks distant from the fire plug. 
The committee, which, in addition to 
Chief Watson. consists of Daniel E. 
Garges, Charles A. Peters, jr., David 
M. Lea and George N. Thompson, 
plans to meet soon to Legin drafting 
its report.
